1. An Applicant's Amendment filed on March 2, 2009 has been entered. Claims 18-19 have 
been canceled; and claims 1-3, 10 and 16 have been amended. Overall, claims 1-5 and 7-17 are 
pending in this application.

Re claim 1, applicant's claims of a setting section, wherein, when a first determining
